ARTIST'S STATEMENT 


My figurative-expressionistic painting direction grew out of the 
abstract painting I was involved with during my graduate studies. As was 
the case in my abstract painting, much of my imagery develops on the 
canvas. Sketches remain very basic and suggestive thus allowing the 
painting process, the medium, and a deliberated play of fantasy to determine 
the course of my painting. Visual, formal, symbolic and narrative 
alternatives are explored as the work progresses. It is, indeed, the varied 
orchestration of these alternative elements that determines the content of 
each of my paintings. 

Although expressionistic painters are usually drawn to the rich 
viscosity of oil paint, I prefer the immediate reworkable character of 
acrylic-polymer. This medium allows me to juxtapose complex, fiery passages 
with simple, relatively flat, sharp-edged areas. Darks often compete with 
lights for attention. Harmonious earths and grays interact with vivid, 
aggressive reds and yellows. Visually, these interplays ccme together to 
create an orchestration of dissonance within the pictorial setting of each 
painting. It is in this dissonant pictorial setting that I arrange the 
people in my paintings. Their gestures are frozen as in a tableau vivant. 

Much of what I do in paint stems from the experience in my college days 
of working as a window trimmer in one of the old department stores in 
downtown Cleveland. My conception of the canvas as a pictorial setting in 
which I introduce, manipulate, and obscure elements relates to my 
arrangements of mannequins and exotic props in the restricted space-box 
setting of a department store window. The people I place in my paintings 
could also be described as having a mannequin-like character. Their stiff 
poses, however, convey human characteristics other than elegance. 

The people who inhabit my paintings are vulnerable. The situations 
they are staged in are harsh and often insidious. As compositional elements 
they interact with the constructed tensions and orchestrated excesses of 
each pictorial setting. As people in situations emblematic of our 
contemporary milieu, they are compelled to interact with (or reluctantly 
internalize) the disquieting intensity which engulfs them.
